In response to the Election mailed August 31, 2001, Applicant provisionally elects to 
prosecute the invention/species of Mvention I (Figures 3, 4, and 5a), with traverse and reserves 
the right to file divisional applications directed to claims of the non-elected claims at a later 
date. Claims 1-5, and 13-20 are drawn to a thin fihn type optical sensor comprising a 
conductive object detection pattern, wherein the pattern comprises first and second electrodes 
having a finger-shaped pattern, which corresponds to Invention I. 

Applicants respectfully submit, however, that at least independent claim 1 is a generic 
claim that is illustrated in Figures 3 and 4 because each of the species (Inventions I-Vm and 
Figures 5a-5f) reads on claim 1 . These claims have a single generic concept of the conductive 
object detection pattern having first and second electrodes, which is shown in claim 1. 
Applicants respectfiilly request the Examiner to reconsider claim 1 as a generic claim.
